GED completion is defined as: successfully completing 5 areas of the GED tests and 
receiving a GED diploma.  In the above chart, the number of offenders being served in GED 
has increased, but this is due to the fact that more offenders are enrolled in class for a 
shorter period of time (i.e. In FY 2002 & 2003 offenders were enrolled in class for 3 to 4 
hours a day, but in FY 2004 offenders were only enrolled in class 1 ½ to 2 hours a day.  The 
number of GED completions has also decreased directly related to shorter class time, 
because it takes longer for an offender to complete all 5 GED tests. 

 
Literacy completion is defined as:  testing at a score of 6.0 grade level or above on the 
reading test in the TABE (Test of Adult Basic Education).  The number of offenders being 
served in literacy increased during FY 2004, because offenders were retested in the area of 
reading, prior to being enrolled in the literacy classes.  In previous years offenders were 
enrolled in class first and then retested in reading at a later date.  The procedure utilized in 
FY 2004, also, resulted in an increase in literacy completions, but a decrease in the number 
of instructional hours.
